Honey Gin gerbread.—P u t into a ba­ 
sin a cupful of boney and half a cupful 
of butter and melt it before the tiro 
without stirring. 
Put into an enam ­ 
eled saucepan with half a cupful of 
sour milk (not buttermilk), tw o eggs 
beaten separately and half a teaspoon­ 
ful each of ginger and cinnamon. 
Mix 
well together till thick. 
Pour into a 
greased square tin and bake sharply. 
Honey T r i f l e —H eat together half a 
cupful of milk and bult' a cupful of 
honey. 
Cut into cubes tw o sponge 
cakes aud dip into the mixture: then

P our tile custard 
over the cakes, decorate with preserved 
fruit as preferred and serve either bot 
or cold.
